Glasgow, Dec. 17. — Lord Kelvin, the 
noted scientist, died today. 

Lord Kelvin, wlio.se wife only re- 
cently recovered from a dangerous 
Illness, suffered from a chill a fort- 
night ago. On Wednesday last seri- 
ous complications developed, but with 
an occasional rally. Hope for his re- 
covery was then abandoned. He lost 
consciousness this afternoon, and 
peacefully passed away. Until th'o 
time of Ills fatal sickness, Lord Kel- 
vin preserved remarkable vigor of 
body and mind. He leaves no heir, 
and his line becomes extinct. His first 
wife, married In 1852, was Margaret, 
daughter of Walter Crum, of Thorn- 
like. She died in 1871. in 1S74 he 
married Prances, daughter of Charles 
R. Blandy, of Madeira. The news- 
papers pay him the highest tribute as 
the foremost scientist of the age, 
comparable with Newton and Fara- 
day. 

William Thomson, first Lord Kel- 
vin, was horn at Belfast, Ireland, 
Juno 26, 1824". He was a Celebrated 
mathematician and physician, and 
occupied the chair of natural philoso- 
| phy in Glasgow university from 1840 
j to 1S99. He was knighted in 1866, 
and was created Baron Kelvin in 1SD2. 

In the domains of electricity and 
magnetism ho was one of the gr'eatest 
.investigators of the century. He took 
a prominent part in the laying of the 
first submarine cable in the Atlantic, 
Lord Kelvin was decorated many 
times, b'elng a grand officer of the 
Legion of Honor of France, a mem- 
ber of the Prussian order Pour le 
Mcritc, and a commander of the Or- 
der of King Leopold of Belgium. Ho 
received honors also from other gov- 
ernments. 

In 1902 Lord Kelvin, accompanied 
by Lady Kelvin, made a visit to 
America. At that time he was deeply 
interested in wireless telegraphy and 
aeronautics. Of the former - lie said: 
"Wireless telegraphy is one of the 
world's most remarkable Inventions. 
I believe most sincerely that the day 
will come when it will prove of great 
commercial value." 

Regarding the future of airships, ho 
Is not so sanguine, saying: "We 
never will he able to use dirigible 
balloons as a means of conveying 
passengers from place to place. There 
never was nor never can be any such 
thing."

Commissioner Preston's Re- 
port on Conditions in Ja- 
panese Market 



Ottawa, Dec. 17. — In a report to tho 
Trade and Commerce department, Ca- 
nadian Trade Commissioner Preston in 
the Orient says the wheat and flour 
imports of Japan have increased more 
than eight hundred per cent In ten 
years, and the trade is only In its in- 
fancy. But the difficulties which liavo 
to bo overcome before Canadian wheat 
and flour can attain general favor in 
this market are very serious, and will 
never ho overcome without a special 
effort on the part of those Interested 
in pushing the trade. It is easy to 

prove that the products of Canadian 
wheat are the best in the world, .and 
that in course of time they are certain 
to find a market in Japan, but Mr. 
Preston says the probabilities are that 
the present generation will long have 
passed away before tho Canadian 
Cereal trade with Japan will increase 
lo any slgnilicaut extent, considering 
the possibilities, unless very special 
efforts are exerted to secure a more 
general appreciation of tho superior 
quality of the Canadian product by the 
mass i>r the population of tin' East. 

At present the Oriont is flooded 
with a. quality of flour lor cooking 
purposes thai would probably mo find 
sale lu any oilier pari of the world, 
bul tiie Japanese ari' under tho im- 
pression that all wheats are the same, 
atid thai "flour" is flour. Until this 
misconception disappears, Hie Canad- 
ian article will not attain favour in 
the markets of the east.

Germany's Cause Celebre 
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Teheran, Dec. 17. — Speaking on hp- 
half of tho nation, tho Persian parlia- 
ment has issued a manifesto to the 
world. The present constitutional 
crisis is explained, and an appeal for 
assistance is made in the document. 
The manifesto, which was distributed 
to the foreign legations and consul- 
ates hero this afternoon, says: 

"When tho affairs of tho empire 
hud fallen into a helpless state, tho 
nation saw its only salvation In con- 
stitutional government. The kite 
Shah granted a constitution, and tho 
reigning Shall confirmed it, but per- 
sons who, under the despotic regime, 
were accustomed to oppress the people, 
misled our young sovereign into the 
belief that the constitution was the 
cause of tho present troubles. 

"Tho nation does not wish to do 
anything that will disturb tho peace, 
but in view, of tho attack of the rcf 
actionary members of the government 
it will defend the constitutions, its 
only hope, to the utmost. By means 
of this manifesto the Persian nation 
makes known to all legations Mid 
foreign diplomatic representatives tho 
actual condition of affairs, and It In- 
forms them that the sovereign is 
violating his covenant with tho peo- 
ple. It makes tills announcement to 
all the nations of the world,' con- 
vinced that they will show brotherly 
love to the ten million Persians and 
not allow their rights to be trodden 
under foot." 

Liko Civil War 

The negotiations between the Shah 
and parliament have up to the pre- 
sent time been without result. To- 
day the members of the old cabinet 
aro holding a council In the palace, 
The postolllce and all shops in Teh- 
eran are closed, and no newspapers 
have been published today. 

Tho reactionaries have taken pos- 
session, and are now holding tho 
squares and open places In the vicin- 
ity of the palace, while the constitu- 
tionalists, to the number of 10,000, 
have erected barricades extending for 
miles around tho parliament build- 
ings. The latter are acting solely on 
the defensive, and in an orderly man- 
ner. The rough elements aro aiding 
the reactionaries, and several murd- 
ers and some looting have occurred. 
Britain and Russia 

London, Dec. 17. — Tho crisis in Per- 
sia had been receiving the attention 
of tho British and Russian foreign 
offices for some time past, the official 
advices from Teheran having pointed 
out tho seriousness of the situation. 
Immediate attention was demanded, 
and the two governments already have 
decided upon joint action to settlo 
the difficulties of the case. The 
Shah's parliament Is trying in every 
way to cause trouble in the country. 
In tills they hope to be given a free 
hand, and they rely upon the people 
to cause a revolution. It is for tills 
reason that the foreign offices of both 
governments tire taking precautions. 
Should intervention to prevent nn up- 
rising become necessary it is alleged 
that the project would havo to be 
carefully considered In order not to 
Interfere with the Interests of other 
powers, but, to use the words of nn 
official of the foreign oflice, "there will 
be no shirking of the responsibilities 
undertaken."

Washington, Dee. 17.— Of far-reach- 
ing Importance to labor and business 
| Interests throughout the country was a 
: derision announced by Justice Gould, 
| of the equity court of the district of 
I Columbia, enjoining the American 
i Federation of Labor, with its member- 
! ship of 2,000,000 or more, from boycot- 
! ting the Buck Stove and Range com- 
pany, of St. Louis, and from printing 
the company's name as unfair in its 
official organ, and "We Don't Patron- 
ize" lists. The derision arraigns the 
action of the Federation as an illegal 
conspiracy. 

Tomorrow there will be an argu- 
ment before Judge Could over a pro- 
position of counsel for the Federation 
that the court's order patting the in- 
junction deeision into effect limit in 
express terms its application to the 
District of Columbia. Counsel for the 
plaintiff company will oppose this. 

The injunction granted today, while 
of u temporary character, was allowed 
In a decision In which Judge Could ex- 
haustively reviewed the case, made 
copious citations of authorities, quoted 
precedents as to boycott definitions, 
and said there was no room for argu- 
ment as to the conspiracy alleged be- 
ing In operation. 

The permanent Injunction will come 
up probably next spring, and which- 
ever side wins In the final settlement 
the rose, it Is believed, will be tnken 
to the supreme court of the United 
Stales. 

Justice Gould pointed out from the 
bench today that he had not In bis 
derision taken up the question of in- 
hibition of the boycott under the Sher- 
man and Anti-Trust laws, or the In- 
terstate Commerce act.

Naval Programme, What- 
ever the Cost 



St. Potersbu-rg, Dec. 17.— The re- 
construction of the Russian navy, 
Which, up to the present, has been in 
abeyance owing to internal troubles, 
litis suddenly emerged to the surface, 
and bids fair to dovelop a portentous 
conflict as between the wishes of the 
Emperor and the Duma. 

Today the Duma committee of na- 
tional defense, presided over by M . 
Guchlcoff, the Octoberi'st leader, while 
discussing this year's naval estimates, 
sent a formal demand to Admiral Di- 
koff, tho Minister of Marine, to sub- 
Tn it ito the Duma full particulars of 
the new shipbuilding programme, 
which has been worked out by the 
Admiralty. This programme entails 
an expenditure of $500,000,000.

per cent of the hind was agricultural 
land, according to tin- government 
i lasslflcation, the remainder being 
covered with patches of timber or 
recks. The -rock was sandstone and 
conglomerate, the usual formation In 
which coal was found. 

Mr. Bodwull's Argument. 
In opening his argument Mr. Bod- 
well said in part; 

'This case involves a careful con- 
sideration of the .Settlers' Rights, act 
of 1904, and insofar as it has any 
operation it must be c 
acts by way of i units 
property. Such being 
act must necessarily receive careful 
scrutiny in order to see how far the 
legislature really meant to go In this 
direction. It cannot he read by it- 
self, hut only as one of se\ era I nets 
relating to the "railway hi It. I sub- 
mit that the principle he which the 
court should be guided in Interpret- 
ing this act is that the man intended 
to he protected right through the 
carious acts is the agricultural set- 
tler, tin- man making his living off 
the land. J admit that where a man 
bona tide took up land foir agricul- 
tural purposes, he is entitled to the 
benefit of such timber and coal as 
may exist on his kind as an Incident 
to his occupation. But to obtain tl 
advantages by any other means than 
by tin agricultural occupation Is i 
fraud on the act. This idea is car 
rled out through all this legislation. 

Mr. Bodwell went on to explain that 
the lands so conveyed to the Domin- 
ion wen; open lor settlement for four 
years (with the timber and coal re- 
served) to agricultural settlers. Under 
this act Grandan applied for a pre- 
emption, hut he could not have done 
.so honestly, as the lands were shown 
not to have been agricultural lands. 
Hence it was a fair deduction that he 



be shown by wliat he actually did. A 
pre-emptor was in a different posi- 
tion, in his cape the statute granted 
him Kit) acres If ho occupied a por- 
tion of it, and complied with the other 
requirements. But under this act no 
limit is set, and If the grant is not 
eon-linod to tlie kind actually used, 
there would be no means of ascertain- 
ing how much land the applicant Was 
entitled to. It might he one acre or 
ten thousand, far these lairds were 
situated in an unorganized tract. 

Counsel then proceeded to argue 
that reasonable proof had not been 
submitted when the grant I was ap- 
plied for, hut his lordship seemed 
clearly of the opinion that It was not 
for Hie court to review the action of 
the executive in such a matter, say- 
ing Hint a court would never Issue at) 
ordeir if such it complaint were to' he 
brought before it, or it was against 
the " established policy of the courts 
to issue a futile order. 

Plaintiffs' Contentions 

Summing up counsel said his con- 
tentions were, first, that Grandan 
was not a settler as contemplated by 
the act; Second, that he had not oc- 
cupied the 1G0 acres for which he had 
received, a grant; fluid, thai the ap- 
plication tor the grant had not been 
accompanied by the proof required by 
the statute which authorized the 
grant; fourth, that, as he had argued 
on the previous nay, the crown grant 
on which tin- defendant relied had not 
been registered as required by the Lund 
Registry act and was not adinissable 
as evidence in 'the case. 

A. I'. Luxton, K.C., then addressed 
the court in an attempt to impeach 
Hie constitutionality of the Settlers

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WHAT THE LAW SAYS 

Mr. R. G. Mucpherson said In the 
House of Commons, that "it does not 
require the training of a constitutional 
lawyer to recognize that the province 
of British Columbia was entirely out 
of its jurisdiction when It passed the 
Natal Act." Mr. Macpherson ought not 
to be so cock-sure of things. It he will 
turn to Section 95 of the British North 
'American Act, he will And the follow- 
ing provision: "In each province the 
legislature may make laws In relation 
to agriculture In the province and im- 
migration into the province, and it is 
hereby declared that the Parliament of 
Canada may from time to time make 
laws in relation to immigration Into 
any and all the provinces; and any law 
of the legislature of a province relating 
to agriculture and immigration shall 
Stave effect in and for the province so 
long and so far only as It is not re- 
pugnant to any Act of the Parliament 
of Canada." It hardly requires a man 
to be a lawyer, not to say a constitu- 
tional lawyer, to see that Mr. Mac- 
pherson did not know what he was 
talking about. It would be difficult to 
express In language anything clearer 
or more definite than the quotation 
above given. It was clearly the inten- 
tion to vest in the several legislatures 
the power to regulate immigration, 
subject to the paramount authority 
conferred upon the Dominion Parlia- 
ment. Whether or not there is any 
law upon the Canadian statute book 
to which the Natal Act, as passed 
toy the British Columbia govern- 
ment will be held to be repugnant, may 
not be free from doubt. Our own im- 
pression is that there is no such law. 
Our recollection of the correspondence 
in regard to the disallowance of pre- 
vious Acts of the same nature Is that 
it was based upon grounds of policy. 

Mr. Macpherson says we cannot stop 
Orientals from coming Into I!ri(lsh Co- 
lumbia because this province borders 
on Alberta, and we cannot prevent 
Orientals from coming in from that 
province. Again we remind Mr. Mac- 
pherson that he does not know what 
be is talking about. Our friend from 
Vancouver Is evidently trying to 
square himself with the Dominion gov- 
ernment for his ridiculous "Boston tea- 
party" speech. Sir Wilfrid Laurler 
called him down very sharply for that, 
and he is now endeavoring to bolster 
li]) the indefensible conduct of Sir 
Wilfrid's government. But it looks 
like a case in which the Prime .Min- 
ister will pray to be delivered from 
his friends.

Now, 
vWiero is Mr. Templeman i If Sir 
Wilfrid does not eXPfesS Mr. TVmplo- 
man'S views on the Oriental question 
why docs Mr. Totnpleiuan reiuuin In' 
the Cabinet'; If .Mr. TemplemtU) is a 
man, the announcement or Sir W II- 
frid that he. the head of the Qovern- 
mont, docs not care for the sentiments 
of British Columbia will result in the 
inline dlate resignation of that poli- 
tician from the Cabinet. 

This view of tile Minister's duty 
in the premises seems wholly trason- 
able. How can be return to this 
province and ask again for tile sup- 
port of the electorate in view of the 
hostile and contemptuous attitude as- 
sumed by ids leader towards all the 
people of the province? Will Mr. Tern- 
pieman's newspaper UndertaKe to de- 
fend what Sir Wilfrid Laurler has 
said? Will the conventions which 
meet to nominate candidates tor tllu 
next Dominion elections repudiate the 
action of the provincial convention 
and declare their confidence in a lead- 
er Who expressly tells them that he 
does not care what they think? The 
whole situation created by tlx I as- 
tounding declaration is so absolutely 
unique that to avoid the danger 
falling into an error in discussing it, 
we await further developments pefore 
expressing ourselves further.

attempted during the present r'w'sion 
of Parliament than the ratification of i | s

fully an hour, It appearing that 
least fifty per cent are treated without 
cost to the patient. During the dis- 
cussion it was shown that the average 
dally cost of treatment of all patients 
during tho year ending May 31, last 
was $1.G-1 per diem, but in consequence 
of the higher rates charged this year 
for most of the supplies the average 
daily cost will be higher. Under the 
Hospital act the Royal Jubilee receives 
from the provincial government a per 
capita allowance which works out at 
approximately 46 cents per day to 
meet such cases. This, while no 
more than was received by hospitals 
which render financial statements to 

the government was r sidered very 

fair. The source of complaint was 
the small allowance received from the 
corporation of Victoria. The majority 
of the free patients treated at the 
hospital were residents of the city and 
the aggregate days stay was approxi- 
mately It, 000 per annum. Deducting 
the provincial government's per cap- 
ita grant of 45 cents per day per head, 
the cost to the hospital worked out at 
over $10,000 net, for which the hos- 
pital received from the city the sum 
of only $fi,fl00 per annum. This mat- 
ter had repeatedly been brought bo- 
tore the corporation authorities and 
when the facts were last laid before 
tho council In May last the promise 
was made that provided At was found 
when all the taxes had been paid for 
the current year, $2,500 was then avail- 
able that sum would be paid to the 
hospital as an additional grant. Not- 
withstanding the fact that tho taxes 
have been better paid this year than 
ever before, tbe corporation had not 
seen tit to make good its promise. A 
letter before the board acknowl- 
edging an application for the addition- 
al grant stated that the matter bad 
been referred to the finance commit- 
tee of the council for report, but no 
advise of the money has been forth- 
coming. 

The hospital was erected some IS 
years ago and the repairs this year 
had been unusually large, although 
absolutely necessary to In any way 
keep the institution in effective con- 
dition. In consequence of this tbe dir- 
ectors had been obligd to encroach 
upon funds which their predecessors 
set aside for works of a different nat- 
ure, that is, the building of a homo 
for nurses, additional rooms for pay 
patients, overhauling the heating sys- 
tem, covering the buildings with fire- 
proof material and other works. Tho 
loss from tills fund the directors con- 
sidered most serious. To make mat- 
ters worse from a financial stand- 
point the opening, this year, of the 
children's ward had increased the cost 
of operation. Previously a number of 
children occupied beds En the free 
wards so that accommodation there 
was now increased by twelve beds, 
which were constantly In use. 

Since tho Strathcona wing was 
opened and previous to the opening 
of the children's ward the proportion 
of free beds to the private rooms had 
assumed reasonable limits, but the 
beds In the children's ward had now 
dislocated the balance and it was fear- 
ed that It would be some time before 
the equilibrium could be restored. In 
the meantime the funds which were 
sot aside for the building of additional 
private rooms were now being expend- 
ed for current maintenance'. 

The discussion closed with the 
adoption of the following resolutions: 
"That the city authorities be asked 
to provide the sum of $10,000 in the 
estimates for 11)08 for this hospital," 
and "that the most rigid economy be 
practised during tho remainder of the 
hospital year so that, if possible, the 
year may close without a deficit in the 
general maintenance account."

to a matter of settlement (which, I 
may say, in this particular instance I 
am referring to was made unknown 
to me) the hospital and the doctor 
were both forgotten. When we en- 
deavored to collect the account we 
were told by the company that they 
were not responsible as the men have 
a fund of their own and which sup- 
ports a medical man of their own. The 
medical man, on the other hand, 
never attended to the patient, but 
sent him direct to your institution, 
which, of course, would never think of 
refusing assistance to a patient, ami 
especially one meeting with an acci- 
dent of this nature. 

The medical man never notified the 
Institution that the company was not 
responsible, nor did the company do 
so, nor did tbe medical man state to 
the institution that the miners, of 
whom tbe one under consideralon was 
one, had a fund of their own. 

This is a state of affairs which 
ought not to exist, and while the in- 
stitution Is ever ready to tako care of 
tho sick and injured, there is just as 
heavy a corresponding duty on the 
part of those sending injured miners 
there, to see to the proper compensa- 
tion being made to the hospital. 

As matters stand It is Impossible 
to collect the hospital bill or the med- 
ical gentleman's bill. 1 therefore re- 
spectfully urge upon the board that 
they should take proper means to 
bring this matter to the attention of 
the government, so that the necessary 
legislation be Introduced at tbe forth- 
coming session. It means of course 
an amendment to the Workmen's 
Compensation Act, and it is a matter 
in which all hospitals should be ask- 
ed to express their opinion upon, as 
if the power Lie granted it will enable 
the hospitals to collect bills which 
would otherwise ri main unpaid. 

I must say, however, In justice to 
what is commonly known as tho 
working class, that they object in the 
llrst place to go into the hospital, be- 
cause they always wisli to pay for 
treatment in the hospital, and if they 
II have not the necessary means they 
are very slow in taking advantage of 
tho opportunities afforded at the hos- 
pital. But it is the people who can 
pay and won't pay, and in eases which 
we" are at present discussing, legisla- 
tive power is necessary to be ob- 
tained. 

Attached lo the letter was tho fol- 
lowing clipping from the London Daily 
Graphic of Wednesday, November 0: 

HOSPITALS AND ACCIDENT 
PATIENTS. 

Payment For Treatment. 

.Mr. Justice Darling has earned the 
gratitude of hospital managements by 
the precedent be has Just established. 
In a. case where damages were found 
against two motor omnibus companies 
for personal injuries caused to an In- 
Cant, be directed that out of the sum 
awarded a certain amount should be 
handed lo tin' hospital where the In- 
jured boy was treated. Following up- 
on this, -Mr. Edward Ridley has made 
the suggestion that courts should bo 
given power, in eases of this kind, to 
add to the damage such a sum as 
the jury might assess as a contribu- 
tion to the hospital proper, to bo paid 
by those who did the wrong. The 
same point was raised immediately 
after the passing of the Workmen's 
Compensation Act. Speaking upon It 
yesterday, the secretary of tho Hos- 
pital Saturday Fund said hid personal 
opinion was that it would bo wise to 
have :i short Act passed which would 
enable judges to direct tho jury to ap- 



portion a certain amount of compen- 
sation to the hospital which incurred 
expense in treating- thoso who were 
injured In such accidents. He believ- 
ed the rule had been acted upon prev- 
iously, and certain grants made on 
application being made by the secre- 
taries of hospitals. "Wo are helped," 
ho added, "by many firms who keep a 
large number of workers, and we 
know it is tho practice of employers 
who are liable to have cases of acci- 
dent occur on their premises to con- 
tribute largely to the hospitals. To 
apply to lirms in this matter is also, 
naturally, a point upon which hospital 
secretaries are keen. At the same 
time, there are many cases where 
compensation might very well be 
made to the hospitals for tho treat- 
ment of accidents." 

Asked how a motorist would pro- 
ceed in the case of a person whom he 
had run down, the secretary of the 
Fund said that better-class drivers 
would take the patient to hospital and 
would ask to be informed of the case, 
and then send a cheque. "But that," 
ho said, "would be an exceptional 
thing." A hospital '.secretary con- 
firmed Uhis statement, saying it was 
almost invariably the case where a 
man was run down that Hie person 
running him down did not accept any 
responsibility, even ,so far as giving 
a donation to tho hospital funds'- for' 
first-aid. This -might be from thought- 
lessness, or, perhaps, such persons 
were already subscribers to hospitals, 
and thought, therefore, that their lia- 
bility was covered. While. supporting 
the suggestion for a sum to be award- 
ed to hospitals, tho speaker in tills 
case laid stress upon the necessity of 
its being an additional sum, as it 
would tiot do lor hospitals to be In the 
I position of exacting part of the com- 
pensation from a family whose bread 
winner, perhaps, had been stricken 
down, and who could ill afford to pay. 
It was remarkable bow frequently 
poor patients who had been treated 
would leave half a sovereign, or 
whatever they were possessed of at 
the moment, tor the hospital funds. 

That the whole 'subject of payments 
to hospitals is one which It is useful 
to liavo Ideas ventilated lu shown by 
the fact that when tho murderer of 
Mr. William Whiteley was nursed 
back to health at St. Mary's hospital, 
a question was raised as to whether 
the Qrowjl authorities should not be 
asked to make a grant towards the 
expense that had been Incurred. In 
tho end the view prevailed that it 
was the duty of a hospital to attend 
to patients brought to Its doors, no 
matter how their injuries were re- 
ceived, without thought of the .ex- 
pense being- directly refunded to them.

keep the sap from running out and 
making things sticky.

Historic Fixture Revived. 

At the annual meeting of the Hamp- 
shire County Cricket club It was de- 
cided to revive the historic fixture, Ham- 
bledon v. AU-13ngland. Hambledon is 
the cradle of cricket. 

Tlie Hamblen. n club was established 
ia 1750, and until I7(i3 the Hambledon 
players, says Mr. Albert Knight, in the 
Complete Cricketer, were victorious 
over all comers. "A series id* reverses 
in that year almost led to dissolution, 
but a great victory in 1771 by a single 



run against what was almost a Surrey 
XI. renewed their youth and enhanced 
their fame. A year later they com- 
pletely routed twenty-one of England, 
and for the subsequent twenty years 
added considerably to their laurels. 
Then It was, in 1731, that Richard Ny- 
ren left the village, and with him, so 
wrote his son, 'the head and right arm 
were gone.' The club lingered on for 
more than another thirty years, its old 
age shorn of all but memory when the 
club-house had fallen Into decay and de- 
clining membership combined brought 
about d (abandonment. 



One of the oldest London clergymen, 
Rev. J. H. Snowden, prebendary of St.

LOCAL SKINS NOT SOLD 



Part of Japanese Catch and 
Russian Take Only Placed 
on the Market

For the first time 
the annual sale of 
mid-December by C. 
Co., of London, Eng.. 
day without the catc 
pelagic sealers being ottered for sale. 
Tlie offerings yesterday were confined 
to the Japanese, Russian, Lobos and 
other pelts. The Victoria sealers de- 
layed their catch so that it did net 
reach the market in time for sale, 
Having decided to withhold their skins 
until January, perhaps later, owing to 
the financial stringency, which, they 
feared, wouJd affect the price. 

The price realized at yesterday's 
sales, according to ;i cablegram re- 
ceived yesterday morning by tin? Vic- 
toria Scaling company, was the same 
as that of the sales of last year, an 
average of $21.56, being $3 less than 
the sum brought by the pelts in 1905 
when a record .price was reached. 
Considering the small amount of skins 
offered, the. price brought is not con- 
sidered favorable. It was feared there 
would have been a marked drop in 
prices this year had all the catch been I 
offered at tills sale. 

The next sale will probably lie held 
a month hence, when the season's 
catch of Victoria sealers, 5,397 skins, I 
about half of that of last year, will bo 
offered to the buyers who congregate 
from many places, from Nishnl-Nov- I 
gorod to Paris. The skins offered at 
the sale just held were mostly those 
taken by the Japanese sealers, who 
averaged about 300 skins to the schoo- 
ner, about $6,100 gross for each vessel. 
The percentage of the catch taken was 
small, though as the bails of It was too 
late in reaching the market and, like 
the catch of the Victoria sealers, was 
held for the January sales. Some of 
the Russian skins taken from the 
rookeries at Copper island by the 
Russian Trading company which leases 
the rookeries there as the Alaskan 
Commercial company takes over the 
Pribyloff rookeries from the United 
States government, were also offered. 
The price reported was for the Alaskan 
and Copper island skins, the pelts ta- 
ken off Cape Horn, the Lobos islands 
and elsewhere being smaller. 

In 1905 when the record price was 
obtained the number of skins sold by 
the Victoria sealers totalled 13,000, the 
average price on that occasion being 
between $24 and $25, the 'Highest hav- 
ing been ?27, which is the best ever 
obtained. The price brought then was 
high not only because of the fewer 
skins offered year by year, but be- 
cause of the war then prevalent pre 
venting the Japanese sealers from 
operating and the Russian lessees of 
the rookeries from securing their usu- 
al take. The market for the skins ta- 
ken by the pelagic sealers is confined 
to Europe. The only skins permitted 
to be offered for sale in the United 
States are those taken by tin 1 lessees 
of the Pribyloff islands, but these skins 
must also be sent to England . to be 
dyed, the process not being known in 
the United States. 

The world's supply of sealskins will 
probably allow of less than 10,000 seal- 
skin sactpies being made this season — 
and countless thousands will have, in 
consequence, to be satisfied with 
"electric" sealskins or go without. 
The balance, too, lias been changed. 
One time, not many years ago, tie' 
world's greatest sealing Heels sailed 
from Victoria. B. < '. Vast year the 
l'.eet from this port was but a third the 
size of that from Japanese ports, ami 
next season the percentage promises 
to be even smaller.

Two. of the passengers who arrived 
Monday morning by the steamer 
Princess I tea trice, II. Legg and D. An- 
drews, timber cruisers from Seattle, 
bad a narrow escape from drowning 
when their chartered sloop Mary, a 
15-ton vessel belonging to Chief Char- 
ley of the Bella Bella Indians, was 
driven on a reef and wrecked at Ivy 
island in Mlllbank sound. The sloop 
was caught in tlie heavy storm in the 
north, which raged about a week ago, 
forcing steamers to shelter, and was 
washed over the reef off the island 
and smashed in 200 fathoms of water 
between reef and Island. The two men 
escaped with a small boat carried on 
the sloop and managed to reach Ivy 
island, from where they rowed to 
Bella Bella, having an arduous trip 
lasting two days, r'.urir.g -.vhicb time 
they subsisted on a scant amount of 
hardtack saved from the wreck. The 
Indian owner was indignant when 
tlie\- reported the disaster, until tlie 
cruisers promised to send him another 
vessel. They promised him a steam 
launch. 

The Princess Beatrice had a very 
stormy "'ip PV had reached Sklde- 
gate when the sixty-mile-an-hotir gale 
which caused the Amur to seek shel- 
ter at Safety cove broke over the 
north, and sheltered there until tho 
night, when she put to sea. The bar 
was breaking too heavily, however, 
and she had to run back again. 
When at Ikeda hay the steamer en- 
countered a hurricane, blowing at a 
velocity of 70 miles an hour. The old 
steamer Dawson, which was bought 
by the Ikeda Bay Mining company, 
and used as a hunk-house for the em- 
ployees of the Japanese company, be- 
ing roofed over and built up, suffered 
during the storm, which lifted the 
roof from tlie structure anil, driving 
in the surf lloated the old sternwheel- 
er and house — it is a combination of 
both— and drifted it out to the hay.

J. A. Parkes, who was .among the 
passengers coming from Jed way, 
comes to secure miners to work his 
mines at tiiat place. He litis uncov- 
ered a vein fourteen feet wide, with 
eight feet of shipping ore wliich he 
has traced for 200 feet. 

Th Japanese miners of the Ikeda- 
Awada company ate building bunkers 
cajiable of holding 1,000 tons of ore. 
They are still shipping, having sent 
100 tons of ore south by tlie Princess 
I lea trice. They have » raised their 
tramway so as to place it in line with 
their bunkers; and were working In 
two tunnels with good ore when theh 
Beatrice left.

Chad Chow, Member of Lons- 
dale's Crew, Found Dead

While hold at the city police sta- 
tion for safe keeping, Chan Chow, a 
Chinese member ot the crow of the 
'.steamer Lonsdale, who had been 
' taken from the boat and sent to the 
marine hospital about ten days ago 
for treatment and was later—moved to 
tha -police station because ii was 
thought he was feigning Illness, died 
yesterday between It o'clock and 
noon. 

Since his Incarceration In the cells 
the Chinaman had repeatedly suffered' 
from" a species of lits. On Mondavi 
his condition became so critical that 
the police authorities railed in Dr. 
Gibbs, who had been attending him. 
At (Irst the doctor was inclined toi 
believe there was nothing the matter I 
With the man, that he was only 
feigning sickness, lm L before Dr. 
Gibbs left the station the Chinaman 
was seized with one of his tits audi 
during the evening became worse. On 
Monday evening Sergt. Carson trie- I 
phoned Dr. Gibbs and suggested that- 
some one lie sent to the station to i 
stay witli the Chinaman, but' as there I 
was no one available, nothing was 
done. Yesterday morning aboul s 
o'clock the Chinaman was again 
taken with lits. Shortly before nooiij 
ono of the inmates of the cells called 
the attention of the otttcer in eha>rge 
to the fact that Chan Chow had been 
strangely quiet. Investigation dis- 
closed the fact that the man had died 
in his cell. 

Abort :i o'clock a telephone message 
was received thai the marine hos- 
pital would take charge of the man, 
but it v.tts then too late. 

Chan Chow, so Dr. Milne, Domin- 
ion immigration officer, stated las: 
night, was not under the supervision 
of the department, lie had been ad- 
mitted to tlie marine hospital as a 
ipia.UI.ent, as lie had a "right to be, the 
steamship company being responsible 
for him should he have succeeded in 
escaping. When he arrived at the 
hospital his condition did not appear 
at all .serious, and as it would have 
been necessary lor the steamship 
company to have a guard placed to 
watch him in order to prevent his es- 
caping, it was thought better to send 
him to the city jail. 

An inquest will lie held this after- 
noon into the cause of death. The 
body was sent to .Smith's undertaking 
rooms awaiting its final disposal.

J-Iardy, one of the best known con- 
sulting- pulpwood exports In tlie Uni- 
ted States, reached here today from 
New York. Ho lias been engaged to 
report on the plant of the Canadian 
Sulphide Co., at Swanson bay. Jlr. 
Hardy will leave for the north to- 
morrow in company with the managing 
director, J. M. Mackinnon. 

"Although this is my first trip to 
the coast, I am more or less informed 
respecting the great natural forest 
wealth of British Columbia," said Mr. 
Hardy at the Hotel Vancouver today. 
"There is no doubt of a vast pulp- 
wood industry. It will practically have 
no limitations, owing to the abundance 
of raw materal, like fir and spruce. 
'Che natural markets will be Australia 
and the Orient. 

"The consumption of pulpwood In 
Eastern Canada and in the United 
States is yearly assuming larger pro- 
portions. The problem of securing 
raw material is already receiving at- 
tention from manufacturers. At the 
present rate of consumptoh it is only 
a question of time until greater pre- 
cautions for preserving the spruce 
forests will have to be adopted. Regu- 
lations respecting the minimum size 
of logs cut for paper making have al- 
ready been adopted by all the largo 
manufacturers. The day is not far 
distant when they will have 'to look 
to the Pacific coast for their raw ma- 
terial. That means the building up 
of a big industry in Oregon, Washing- 
ton and British Columbia. For the 
present, and for some years to come, 
your best mtiTket will be on the other 
side of the Pacific." 



FORM DE BATING LEAGUE 

Vancouver Church Clubs Plan to De- 
velop Oratorical Talent of 
Their Members 



Vancouver, Dec. 17. — The represen- 
tatives of the various church clubs 
which will comprise the Inter-Church 
Debating league conferred last even- 
ing and completed organlzaton work, 
There will be six in the circuit, in- 
eluding Wesley, First Presbyterian 
Mount Pleasant, Methodist, First Con- 
gregational, St. Andrew's and St. Mi- 
chael's. This will make a compact 
league, and the single schedule which 
jt is proposed to carry out will carry 
the contest up to the end of March, 
allowing for weekly debates, it was 
suggested last evening that the de- 
bates bo mixed, that each side re- 
presents two clubs instead of one, but 
nothing dellnlto was accomplished in 
this end.

pose. 

The nine members will form them- 
selvea into three committees of three 
members each and one committee will 
contine itself to watching one or other 
of the seats of government and re- 
ports will be made at each meeting of 
the league. 

A n umber of addresses were deliv- 
ered the principal speaker being Presi- 
dent Turnbull but the excitement of 
the evening was provided by a man 
who aroso from the body of the hall, 
and announcing himself as Teddy 
Awkins, "a dead broke capitalist."

VANCOUVER WANTS 
AN APPROPRIATION 

Will Request Dominion to Grant 
$200,000 for Improve- 
ment of False Creek 



Vancouver, Dec. 17. — A formal re- 
quest for a definite appropriation for 
the improvement of False Creek was 
mado by the city council last night, 
the amount named in tlie resolution 
being $200,000. The measure was in- 
troduced by Aid. Ramsay ami Bird, 
and directed that tlie city solicitor 
prepare a manifesto in support of 
the requested appropriation, setting 
forth the Improvements now contem- 
plated by the city in tile line of new 
bridges as well as the Importance of 
tlie creek location for industrial sites. 

Aid. Hepburn stated that he inter- 
viewed lion. \\'m. Tompleman during 
his last visit to (he city and pressed 
the question of improvement "work at 
Palso Creek and tlie Narrows, saying 
that, this was the kind of "better 
terms" the province wanted. Mr. 
Templeman had replied that ho 
thought a statement as to the defini- 
tion of the shore line of the creek 
would he given out shortly, lie also 
Intimated that tlie government might 
he Induced to m".te a start on the 
improvement of tile creek. 

Th'e iresiolutlon carrying with it a 
request that tlie sum mentioned 
should be placed in the estimates for 
100S, was carried unanimously. 

Aid. Brydone-Jack and Mills fath- 
ered another resolution which met 
with unani.mous approval; This calls 
upon the provincial govrn'ement to 
mako use of the unemployed now op- 
erating in D. L. 301 lcr the opening 
of the boundary road between that 
district and the city, the civic author- 
ities to undertake half th'e work, each 
section employing fifty men. 

Conservative Smoker 

Vancouver, Dec. 17. — An unqualified 
success was tlie smoker given by tho 
Conservatives of Ward Five last even- 
ing. Many from other parts of tho 
city were present, including officers 
from the central executive, and the 
commodious hall over Lee's grocery 
in Mount Pleasant was none too large 
to accommodate the happy company. 

WORLD'S CHAMPIONSHIP 

Tommy Burns Has Undisputed Right 
to tho Title at Prcsont 

Malachy Hogan, the Chicago box- 
ing referee, in his weekly pugilistic 
review in the Record- Herald has the 
following: 

"Tommy Burns now holds two titles 
by right. Ho is champion of England 
through beating Moir and of Australia 
by winning from Squires. He is gen- 
erally recognized as the champion of 
America, and if Jeffries was known 
to he definitely in retirement, he could 
lay claim, without contradiction, to tlie 
world's honors. 

•'in the last week I have been askod 
several times about that pet argument 
of those who like to. discuss old-ring 
affairs— to-wit.: who was the cham- 
pion of tlie world within tlie last 25 
years, and whether John L. Sullivan 
was a world's champion. 

"It may interest some persons to 
know thai Sullivan himself admits he 
was never world's champion, as lu his 
days of leadership In the American 
ring lie never defeated Charley Mit- 
chell, the recognized champion of 
England, in a regulation championship 
bout. It is true he received a verdict 
over Mitchell in Madison Square Gar- 
don, when the police stopped what was 
to have been a four-round bout, but 
this go had previously been labeled 
merely an exhibition affair. If that 
verdict carried a championship with 
it, then Jack Munro would have to bo 
put down as bearer of tlie world's lau- 
rels in tlie time between his verdict 
over Jeffries and the subsequent 
meeting in which Jim wiped out his 
claims to premier position. 

"Corbett was really the first world's 
champion, as he defeated both .Sulli- 
van, the best American boxer, and 
Charley Mitchell, the admitted cham- 
pion of England. When Fltzsimmons 
loomed up as a contended in tlie heavy 
weight class, he clinched his own 
claim to the championship by knock- 
ing out Corbett at Carson City. Prior 
to his appearance the Australian box- 
ers had been best represented by Peter 
Jackson, with whom Corbett drew in 
their noted battle. 

"Sullivan, on his theatrical tours, 
was always heralded as champion of 
the world, and there is no doubt that 
in' the minds of those who follow the 
American ring he will always stand 
as an Ideal type of what a champion 
should be. lint he himself says that 
the title of champion of America would 
always have satisfied him."
